Peking Reverses Decision 


on 1976Tien 


HONG KONG 一 The Peking 
municipal party committee has 
declared the Tien An Men Square 
incident of 1976 as “completely 
ievolutionary,” Ta Kung Pao 
newspaper reported last week. 

On April 5，1976，when the 
Gang of Four still held power, two 
million persons held a memorial 
rally in the square for the late 


册 Premier Chou En-lai despite a 


government ban on such 
meetings, At that time the 
government had described the 


idqemonstration as “rightist” and 
“counter-revolutionary”and had-_ 
arrested more than 380 persons.

SAN 了 了 RANCISCO 一 The City 
has lost a mayor,，but the Chinese 
American community has lost a 
friend. That was the consensus of 
Chinese Americans who knew 
George Moscone and who were 
reeling from shock on Monday 
after hearing news of his brutal 
murder， 

FEormer Supervisor Dan White 
is the prime suspect in the killings 
of Moscone and Supervisor Har- 
vey Milk，White，a former fire- 
man;，rIesigned from the Board of 
Supervisors several weeks ago, but 
then changed his mind and triedq 
to convince Moscone to reappoint 
him, “Moscone was，about to 
annotunce the appointment .of 
another man，Don Horanzy，to 
the board minutes before the 
Shootings occurred. White turned 
himself in to police at Central 
Station，about a half-hour after 
the killings. 

“These were two good people 
concerned about the welfare of 
underrepresented people,” said 
Supervisor Gordon Lau，one of 
Moseone's closest friends and allys 
on the Board.“I felt they were in

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TOUR ORGANIZERS PROFIT FROM 
STAMPEDE OF AMERICAN TOURISTS

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Eager to 
eaIn foreign _ exchange and in- 
crease contacts with the West, the 
Chinese have played their tourist 
card . 

They have opened their borders 
to “foreign friends”and erected 
hotels to house them. Some of 
these structures，like the 33-story 
White Cloud Hotel in Canton (the 
tallest building in China) and the 
Li _ River Hotel in KKweilin，are 
modern monstrosities. 

Thathasntstopped tourists， 

In the past year，tens of 
thousands of them，about three- 
fourths of them Japanese，have 
filtered through China's newly- 
built hotel infrastructure. Next 
year,，more than 100,000 others 
are expected. 

STAMPEDE 

Americans of all stripes，mostly 
the richer variety，are near the 
位 ont of this stampede toward the 
Middle Kingdom. Aware of their 
appetite to see China，a host of 
orgamnizations 一 small and large 
一 have deftly placed themselves 
between the American tourists 
and their Chinese hosts 一 an 
arTangement that lets thermmn profit 
bandsomely. 


There arenow onlyahandful of 
organizations and businesses that 
have managed to secure the prized 
Visas to China. Some are allotted a 
few dozen, others a few thousand. 

The US-China People's Friend- 
ship Association，which has long 
enjoyed access to China，will deal 
out more than 2,000 spots to its 


anxious members across the 
country in the comiing year. 
Smaller organizations like the 


Chinese Culture Foundation of 
San Francisco have begun to send 
groups to China on an irregular 
basis. 

MONEY - 

All of'the trips cost money. All 
of the sojourners spend money， 
And it can be assumed that all of 
the sponsors make money 一 alot of 
it Organizations like the Friend- 
ship Association and the Culture 
FEoundation exact about $500 a 
head iDE“administrative costs”or 
“contributions” in addition to air 
fares ,and charges for meals， 
lodging, and land transportation ， 
These extra costs amount to little 
more than visa _fees， And the 


demand to travel to _ China is so 
great that most tourists pay the 
toll for the coveted documents 
with few qualms, 


Now，large _ corporations like 
Pan Am have joined the ranks of 
the privileged purveyors of China 
Visas,， Next year，the airline will 
dole out 5;000 visas at the behest 
of the Chinese， 

TAB 

The tab for the Pan Am tours 
will be abouit $3,100 for about 17 
days 一 10 of them inside the 
Peoples Republic. Part of that 一 
$1,026 一 covers the cost of air 
fare， and the rest is divided 
between the Chinese government， 
Several 'dqays of .entertainment in 
Hong Kong, and profits for agents 
of Pan Am. 

Pan Am ticket-sellers can guar- 
antee their customers they will 
travel to a few Chinese cities,-but 
they cannot say which ones. Still， 
despite the highly-structured itin- 
eraries and the high costs，out- 
siders are anxious to get inside of 
China, So anxious that nearly all 
the places are Spoken for， 

APan Am representative in San 
Francisco said the airline's tours 
Were booked solid from March 
through October，1979，with a 
few vacant Spots for tours in 
January and February. There are 
more people who want to:go，she 
said，but “we cant even take a 


waiting listany more.” 
FERRYING 
By January，Pan Am will start 
ferrying three or four 100-member 
tours to China every month. (The 
Pan Am planes will land in Hong 


Kong and Tokyo,， where the 
tourists will board trains or 
China's national airlines， The 


Chinese are unwilling to grant 
Americans firms -landing rights 
until the U.S.， government nor- 
malizes“、Irelations “with ， their 
country.) 

The package tours demand that 
members stay with their grup 
while in China. Itineraries will be 
determined in various cities by the 
local branches of the China Inter- 
national Travel Service， the 
national bureaucracy that handles 
tourists， subject to what one 
pamphlet-called “mutual consul- 
tation. 

SOCIALISM 

No matter who the organizer，, 
these packaged tours will allow 
Americans to see socialism in 
China. But，as the Chinese have 
carefuly planned，they will see 让 
from a different pespective -一 a 
more comfortable perspective 一

Cheaper Ways to 
Obtain China Visas 


Big American companies and 
interest grIoups are not the only 
ones with the means to obtain 
Visas to China, There are cheaper 
Ways， 

Individuals can arrange to.join 
groups booked by Hong Kong- 
based agents jlike The Travel 
Advisers, Inc. This group has tours 
ranging from four to twelve days 
inside China. 

Their four-day trip to Canton 
costs $207. One nine-day tour to 
Canton, Kun Ming, Nanning, and 
back to Canton cogts $848. And a 
12-day trip to Canton，Hang- 


chow， Shanghai， Peking， and 
back to Canton costs $978， 
This agency's advertisements 


claim that it confirms bookings in 
advance.- Once the customer gets 
confirmation，he could get one of 
the round-trip charters to Hong 
Kong for about $500， 隔 


off-bounds to local ，Chinese. 
Foreigners are shunted about 训 
buses or limousines;， Chinese 
travel in，crowded buses， by 
bicycle，or on foot. There are no 
Private cars; cars caIIyY Chinese 
officials and foreign guests. 

Another provjider of grouPp tours 
to China，CP (Canadian Pacific) 
Air，has been running an Opera- 
tion similar to Pan Am's，Their 
cost is about $2,300 for a trip that 
includes 13 days in China. 

ADMONITIONS 

The Canadian firm，which has 
been offering China trips to 
Americans for about a half year， 
Spices its brochuie with more than 
a dozen chatty admonitions, The 
topics singled out by the airline 
range fom women ( .. .some 
women are toys for men: good- 
time girls，bar girls， masseuses， 
striptease artists and the like: This 
is not the case in the People's 
Republic of China.”), to the 
Chinese version of equality (“The 
Street SwWeeper is just as mecessary 
as _ the Prime Minister， even 
though their work may be very 
different. )，to the proper Tever- 
ence for Mao ( “Under no circum- 
stances should you take the name 
of Chairman Mao Tse-tung light- 
]y, He is not the proper subject for 
jokes and silly banter.”) 

For the companies and organ- 
izations who want to keep their 
tourists in line，frequent revision 
of their brochures may be neces- 
Sary to keep abreast of radical 
domestic changes in China. One 
of CP Airs final admonitions was: 
“Above all, don't discuss politics.” 

In this week's Ne YorK Ti7mzes， 
Chinese in Peking were reportedly 
apprIoaching foreigners "on the 
streets，asking them their opinionmns 
of Chinese politics， Chairman 
Mao,，and democracy. When one 
foreigner quipped that the'vlate， 
great Chairman had made some 
great mistakes， his inquisitors 
laughed.

e@ 本 .R.R. Tolkiens The Zora of 
te Rings is pure fantasy，where 
humanity is just one small and 
ineffectual part of an :alien 
universe. The reader is immersed 
in a Manichaean world of good 
and evil， No creature，from the 
smallest hobbit to the largest Orc， 
can Temain Untouched by the epic 
struggle. 


Given the task of adapting 
Tolkien's three-book classic to the 
Screen 记 an animated feature 
film， the experienced director 
Ralph Bakshi has chosen the 
wIong approach,， He set his 
animators to work，after shooting 
a black-and-white film with live 
actors, More than 200 illustrators 
“recreated the film frames_ into 
moving paintings.” While this 
technique gives the film“realism” 
of movement and background 
quite unique in the recent (after 
the death of Walt Disney) history 
of animated films，it destroys the 
non-human“reality”of Tolkien s 
WOIK. 

The charactersinthefilm appear 
to be simplified versions of people 
and -confuse Tolkien's_ clear dis- 
tinction between humans and 
other creatures， MI，Spock，the 
alien character in the popular 
reruns of the. TV series， “Star 
Trek,” seems _ more Don-human 
than the elves,“orcs”and hobbits 
of Bakshi's film . 


FLAWS - 

There are other obvious flaws in 
“The Lord of the Rings.”The 
audience is not Properly fore- 
warned that the two-hour-and- 
eight - minute, $8 - million - dollar 
film is just Part II of a two-part 
treatment of the Tolkien trilogy. 
More seriouslyi the place chosen to 
end the action is both anticlimatic 
and dramatically 旨 lat， 

The best elements of Tolkien' 
fantasy are slighted in the ani- 
Imated feature in favor of endless 
battles with “orcs”andq talking 
scenes between hobbits and men， 
More time should have been given 
to _ the “Gollum” character，the 
Oily one that seemed to me to be 
recreated in “pure Tolkien.”Also， 


the magnetic POWer of the cemntral 
evil force ,is sketchily touched 
upon in the film, a totally senseless 
de-emphasis， Bakshi spent too 
much effort in realism of move- 
ment and not enough time 
reflecting upon the reasomns for the 
popularity .of Tolkiens work. 
People want fantasy, not realism .
